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ABOUT THE HANDEL AND HAYDN SOCIETY 


Leadership 


Founded in Boston in 1815, the Handel and Haydn Society 
(H&H) is considered America’s oldest continuously 
performing arts organization. H&H will celebrate its 
Bicentennial in 2015 with a series of special concerts 

and initiatives to honor 200 years of music making. 
Under Artistic Director Harry Christophers’ leadership, 
H&H’s mission is to enrich life and influence culture by 
performing Baroque and Classical music at the highest 
levels of artistic excellence, and by providing engaging, 
accessible, and broadly inclusive music education and 
training activities. H&H’s Period Instrument Orchestra and 
Chorus present live and recorded historically informed 
performances of this repertoire in ways that stimulate the 
musical and cultural life of the Greater Boston community 
and beyond. 


H&H’s esteemed tradition of innovation and excellence 
began in the 19th century with the American premieres 
of Handel’s Messiah, Haydn’s The Creation, Verdi's 
Requiem, and Bach’s St. Matthew Passion. Today, H&H 
is widely known through its concert series, tours, local 
and national broadcasts, and recordings. Its nine- 
program series is held at Symphony and Jordan Halls 
in Boston and Sanders Theatre in Cambridge. H&H’s 
first recording with Harry Christophers, Mozart Mass in 
C Minor, was issued in September 2010 on the CORO 
label. Subsequent releases include Mozart Requiem 
(2011) and Coronation Mass (2012), as well as Haydn, 
Vol. 7 (September 2013) and Joy to the World: An 
American Christmas (October 2013). 


As a 2|st-century performing arts organization, H&H’s 
primary roles are to perform and educate, and to serve 


as aresource center and community partner. The Karen S. 


and George D. Levy Educational Outreach Program, 
established in 1985, reaches 10,000 children each year 

in underserved Greater Boston communities. H&H also 
maintains partnerships with cultural and higher education 
institutions. It offers college students opportunities to 
learn about and perform Baroque and Classical music; 
presents public programming at libraries, community 
centers, and museums; and hosts free lectures and 
symposia.

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Harry Christophers is in his fifth season as Artistic Director of the Handel and Haydn 
Society. Since his appointment in 2009, Christophers and H&H have embarked on 

an ambitious artistic journey towards the organisation’s 2015 Bicentennial with a 
showcase of works premiered in the United States by H&H since 1815, broad education 
programming, community outreach activities and partnerships, and the release of a 
series of recordings on the CORO label. 


Christophers is known internationally as founder and conductor of the UK-based choir 
and period instrument ensemble The Sixteen. He has directed The Sixteen throughout 
Europe, America, and the Far East, gaining a distinguished reputation for his work in 
Renaissance, Baroque, and 20th- and 21st-century music. In 2000, he instituted The 
Choral Pilgrimage, a tour of British cathedrals from York to Canterbury. He has recorded 
over 120 titles for which he has won numerous awards, including a Grand Prix du Disque 
for Handel Messiah, numerous Preise der Deutschen Schallplattenkritik (German Record 
Critics Awards), the coveted Gramophone Award for Early Music, and the prestigious 
Classical Brit Award (2005) for his disc Rena/ssance. In 2009, he received one of 
classical music’s highest accolades, the Classic FM Gramophone Awards Artist of the 
Year Award; The Sixteen also won the Baroque Vocal Award for Handel Coronation 
Anthems, a CD that received a 2010 Grammy Award nomination. Harry Christophers is 
also principal guest conductor of the Granada Symphony Orchestra and a regular guest 
conductor with the Academy of St. Martin in the Fields. In October 2008, Christophers 
was awarded an Honorary Degree of Doctor of Music from the University of Leicester. 
He is an Honorary Fellow of Magdalen College, Oxford and also of the Royal Welsh 
Academy for Music and Drama and was awarded a CBE (Commander of the Most 
Excellent Order of the British Empire) in the 2012 Queen’s Birthday Honours. 
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CONDUCTOR’S NOTE 


Johann Sebastian Bach treasured the music of his 
ancestors, which he guarded in the family music collection 
known as the A/tbachisches Archiv. He held his father’s 
cousin Johann Christoph in particularly high regard, 
describing him in the family genealogy he wrote in 1735 as 
a “profound composer.” His son Carl Philip Emanuel later 
added, “this is the great and expressive composer.” And 
Johann Christoph’s motet Lieber Herr Gott seems to have 
held special meaning for Sebastian. He prepared a set of 
instrumental parts for it very late in his life, in late 1749 

or in the spring of 1/50—a time when his attention was 
largely devoted to the great last works such as The Art of 
Fugue and the compilation of the Mass in B Minor. Bach 
specified that the motet, composed nearly eighty years 
earlier in 1672, should be performed with winds doubling 
the first choir and strings doubling the second choir: 
exactly the scoring he is known to have employed in his 
own motets (though they are too seldom heard that way 
nowadays). It seems perfectly appropriate for this “Bach 
family Christmas” to apply Bach’s 18th-century scoring to a 
wonderful 17th-century piece he so esteemed. 


One other scoring choice is worth remarking on, for it, too, 
shows Bach’s closeness to his 17th-century inheritance. We 
employ just one singer per part for the concerted opening 
chorus of Bach’s Cantata 62. While debate persists on the 
question of “Bach’s chorus,” the most conservative reading 
of the evidence is that Johann Sebastian Bach’s chorus for 
his cantatas (and passions, masses, and motets) looked 
exactly like Johann Christoph Bach’s chorus, Praetorius’s 
chorus, and Scheidt’s: it was an ensemble of virtuoso 
soloists. In order to add extra splendor, the solo ensemble 
might, on occasion, be reinforced by a second quartet of 
ripieno singers, as you will hear today in some works by 
Praetorius.

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ARTIST PROFILE 


Scott Metcalfe, conductor and violin 


Scott Metcalfe makes his Handel and 

Haydn Society conducting debut with A 
Bach Christmas. Metcalfe has gained wide 
recognition as one of North America’s 
leading specialists in music from the 15th 
through 17th centuries and beyond. Musical 
and artistic director of Blue Heron since its 
founding in 1999, he is also music director of 
New York City’s Green Mountain Project. 


Metcalfe also enjoys a career as a Baroque 
violinist and currently plays with ensembles 
in Boston, Montreal, and elsewhere. He 
teaches vocal ensemble repertoire and 
performance practice at Boston University 
and is co-director of BU’s new Center 

for Early Music Studies. A resident of 
Watertown, Metcalfe received a bachelor’s 
degree in 1985 from Brown University, where he majored 

in biology, and in 2005 he completed a master’s degree in 
historical performance practice at Harvard.

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PROGRAM NOTES 
INDELIBLE SOUNDS 


A melody can resonate with a listener 
for many reasons. Maybe it is the 
circumstances in which it was originally 
heard, or perhaps it is something about 
the melody itself that causes it to “stick” 
in Our mind. In the Baroque period, much 
northern German church music was 
built on the memorable tunes and texts 
of chorales (hymns), which were also 
designed to linger in the mind long after 
the service had ended. Today’s concert 


begins with the Advent hymn Nun komm, 


der Heiden Heiland (Now come, Savior 
of the Nations), first as Martin Luther’s 
Original chorale tune, then in multiple 
settings by Michael Praetorius, and lastly 
in a cantata by J.S. Bach. Christmas 
hymns provide the foundation for the 
vocal music in the second half of the 
concert, featuring works by Praetorius 
and his friend and fellow composer, 
Samuel Scheidt. 

Martin Luther (1483-1546) believed 
music was “the excellent gift of God.” 
Founder of Protestantism and a church 
that bears his name, Luther was an 
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accomplished musician. In addition to 
playing lute and flute, he was described 
by his contemporaries as having a 
good but quiet tenor voice. He felt that 
all pastors should be trained in music 
and that music was a fundamental 
component in any child’s education. His 
hymn tunes reflect his belief that “both 
the text and notes, accent, melody, and 
manner of rendering ought to grow 

out of the true mother tongue and its 
inflection.” 

Nun komm, der Heiden Helland 
reflects Luther’s belief in the importance 
of the text/music relationship. Luther 
translated the Latin text of the eight- 
stanza hymn Ven/ Redemptor gentium 
(Come Savior of the Nations) by 
Ambrose (c.340-397) into German. He 
also simplified the melody of the original 
chant, creating a chorale that begins 
and ends with the same musical idea. 
Luther’s friend Johann Walter (1496- 
1570) published the first polyphonic 
setting of this hymn in his Ge/stliche 
Gesangbuchlein (Little Book of Sacred 
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Song) in 1524. 

Walter also worked with the father 
of Michael Praetorius (1571-1621) at 
the Lateinschule (Latin school) in the 
town of Torgau. Despite the religious 
upheavals of the time, which forced the 
family to move frequently, Praetorius 
received a good education. In 1587, he 
was appointed organist of St. Marien, 
Frankfurt, a post he kept until 1590. 
Little is known about the next five years 
of his life. Praetorius himself wrote 
that he became organist in the chapel 
of Duke Heinrich Julius of Brunswick- 
Wolfenbuttel in 1595. 

When the duke died suddenly in 
1613, Praetorius was invited to spend 
a year at the court of Elector Johann 
Georg of Saxony. One year soon 
stretched to two and a half, during 
which time Praetorius met other German 
composers and became familiar with 
the most current trends in Italian music. 
He remained the head of music at 
Wolfenbuttel but continued to accept 
other positions, including Kapellmeister 
in Magdeburg (1614). Along with two 
other musicians, one of whom was 
Samuel Scheidt, he was asked to 
reorganize the music at the Magdeburg 
Cathedral in 1618. One year later, he 
was traveling extensively with the same 
composers. 

As a composer, Praetorius was 
keenly interested in Protestant hymns, 
basing most of his 1.000 sacred 
compositions on hymn tunes. His settings 
of Nun komm, der Heiden Heiland 
reflect his masterful treatment and 
elaboration of the original hymn tune. 
The composer’s setting of the Christmas 
hymn Puer natus in Bethlehem likewise 
follows the phrases of the chorale tune 
with care, taking the greatest liberties 
only with the last phrase, “Alleluia.” Here 
Praetorius extends the concluding phrase 
of the chorale to almost the same length 
as the rest of the piece through repeated 
figures that evoke a celebration. 

The original text and melody for 
Praetorius’ setting of /n Cdulci jubilo is 
attributed to the 14th-century mystic 
Henry Suso. According to legend, angels 
sang the tune to Suso, who began to 
dance with his “celestial visitors.” A 
similar feeling pervades Singet und 
klinget, but on a larger scale as the work 
flows from small to larger forces. 

Praetorius’ fellow composer and 
organist Samuel Scheidt (1587-1654) 
also used chorale tunes in his larger- 
scale compositions. Scheidt was born 
in Halle (Handel’s birthplace); he and 
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Bach’s Chorus and 
“Well-Appointed Church Music” 


In a detailed memo to the Leipzig 
town council, dated August 23, 

1730, Johann Sebastian Bach 
outlined the number of singers 

and instrumentalists he needed for 
“well-appointed church music.” This 
document has become central to the 
modern-day debate over the number 
of performers in Bach’s chorus. 


Bach makes his case to the town 
council systematically. He begins 

by stating that he requires both 
vocalists and instrumentalists. Next 
he specifies how he would divide his 
vocalists: four concertists (soloists) 
plus at least eight ripienists (chorus 
members). Bach continues by 
stating that his 55 students at the 
St. Thomas School must be divided 
into four choirs, corresponding to 
the four Leipzig churches for which 
he and his students supplied service 
musSIc. 


The numbers—and their meaning— 
are open to interpretation with 
Bach’s next statement: Every choir, 
he wrote, should contain at least 
“three sopranos, three altos, three 
tenors and as many basses, so that 
if one happens to fall ill (as often 
happens, particularly this time 

of the year, as the prescriptions 
from the school pharmacy surely 
demonstrates), a double-chorus 
motet could still be sung. It would 
be even better to have four singers 
to each part, with each choir having 
16 members.” 


In addition, Bach wrote that 

he required up to 18-20 
instrumentalists, depending on the 
work to be performed. 
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his two brothers became organists even 
though there were no musicians in his 
family (their father was a beer and wine 
merchant). For three or four years at 

the turn of the 17th century, Scheidt was 
an organist in Halle before moving to 
Amsterdam to study with the renowned 
organist Jan Pieterszoon Sweelinck. This 
was something of a pattern in Scheidt’s 
career: he would travel and work in other 
German towns but always return to Halle. 
He was organist for the chapel and later 
Kapellmeister for Margrave Christian 
Wilhelm of Brandenburg. Scheidt worked 
with Praetorius in Magdeburg Cathedral 
in 1618, and his friend attended Scheidt’s 
organ performance for the dedication 

of a new organ at the Stadtkirche in 
Bayreuth in 1619. After the Margrave of 
Brandenburg went to fight in the Thirty 
Years’ War in 1628, Scheidt no longer 
received a salary. Three years later, 
however, the city of Halle created a paid 
position, director musices, just for him. 

The 1630s were extremely difficult 
for Scheidt. First, he was forced to 
relinquish his city position because of 
a dispute and then, in 1636, all of his 
children died from the plague. Two 
years later, Scheidt was appointed 
Kapellmeister to Duke August of Saxony, 
and he and his wife started a new family. 
He continued to compose and publish 
until his death in 1654. 

Scheidt published the motets 
Gelobet seystu Jesu Christ and Puer 
natus est in Bethlehem in 1620 as part 
of a collection called Cantiones sacrae. 
Like almost half of the pieces in this 
collection, each of the two motets is 
based ona chorale. The motet Duo 
seraphim proclaims the birth of Jesus 
with delicately woven lines that build to a 
joyous climax. 

Like Praetorius and Scheidt, Johann 
Sebastian Bach (1685-1750) was drawn 
to chorale tunes for inspiration in his 
sacred compositions, especially cantatas. 
The tune Nun komm, der Heiden Heiland 
was sung regularly at services on the first 
Sunday of Advent and was one of Bach’s 
favorites. He used it as the basis of two 
cantatas, including BWV 62 from 1724, 
plus four chorale preludes for organ, 
including one in the Orge/btichlein. 

Bach composed Cantata 62 for the 
first Sunday of Advent 1724, his second 
Advent season in Leipzig. Written in 
six movements, Cantata 62 begins 
with an extended movement for choir 
and instruments (oboes plus strings in 
the orchestra). There are hints of the 
chorale tune in the imitative opening of 
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The World Beyond

Johann Sebastian Bach (1685- 
1750) born in Eisenach 
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the vocal parts, but the tune is then heard 
clearly with the soprano entrance. Arias for 
tenor, then bass follow, each with intricate 
instrumental accompaniments. Soprano and 
alto soloists are heard in the penultimate 
movement, sparsely accompanied 

by strings. In the final movement, the 
chorale tune is presented in a four-part 
harmonization for chorus and orchestra. 

While the music of J.S. Bach and his 
sons is known today, the compositions 
of other branches of this musical family 
are less familiar. Johann Christoph Bach 
(1642-1703) was regarded as the most 
important composer in the extended Bach 
family before Johann Sebastian. Johann 
Christoph was a profound composer who 
excelled at text expression and knew how 
to create “beautiful thoughts” in music. 
Both of these qualities are abundant in his 
Lieber Herr Gott, wecke uns auf, composed 
for the second Sunday of Advent. 

In Leipzig, Johann Sebastian 
performed 18 cantatas and two masses 
composed by Johann Ludwig Bach 
(1677-1731), who was a respected vocal and 
instrumental composer. Johann Ludwig’s 
Overture from the Suite in G Major for 
winds and strings follows the French 
overture style with a bold long-short-long 
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rhythm in the first section, followed by a 
lively section that begins with imitation. 

Johann Bernhard Bach (1676-1749) 
was highly regarded as a performer and 
composer. He was the town organist in 
Magdeburg. Beginning in 1703, he was 
organist and harpsichordist in Eisenach. 
Johann Sebastian and he were good 
friends; each became a godparent for 
the other’s children. Johann Sebastian 
also thought highly enough of his 
cousin’s compositions to make copies of 
Johann Bernhard’s orchestral suites for 
performances in Leipzig, including Suite No. 
2 in G Major. 

Although chorale tunes such as Nun 
komm, der Heiden Helland may not be 
as familiar to concert audiences today as 
they were with Lutheran congregations in 
the 17th and 18th centuries, they were a 
constant source of inspiration to some of 
the greatest composers of sacred music in 
the Baroque period. These hymns and the 
compositions based on them were—and still 
are—indelible sounds of the season.

On November 11, 1883, H&H opened its season 
with a concert in honor of the 400th anniversary 
of Martin Luther’s birth. The featured work was 
Cantata 80, Ein feste Burg (A Mighty Fortress is 
Our God) by Johann Sebastian Bach. This was 
the first time H&H had performed a Bach cantata; 
reviews of the work were mixed. 


One commentator wrote: 
“In grandeur, dignity, and strong, over-brimming 
vital force, [the work] is stupendous.” 


Another critic disagreed: 

“As the Society has now accomplished the duty 
of giving a performance of the Bach Cantata, 

it might be well to pack it away in the library 

of the organization and label it, ‘For the Luther 
Centennial of 1983.”
